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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is considered to be Shi et al. (EP 1009044 A2), which teaches hole 
transporting anthracene derivatives. Applicant has shown in Examples 6 and 8 in the present 
specification comparative compounds commensurate in scope with the Shi et al reference (see 
specification page 36, Table 2b) in comparison to Example 2 using Inv-1 which is commensurate 
in scope to the specifically substituted anthracene compounds of the present claims (see 
specification page 35, Table starting at line 15). A device formulated with the inventive 
compound results in a device that is longer-lasting by at least 290 hours. In light of the 
unexpectedly improved results of the very specifically substituted anthracene derivative as host 
material in an organic electroluminescent device, claims 1-17 and 19-27 are allowed.
